Applicant's election with traverse of species of Group I of figures 1-7 (claims 1 to 
16), filed 4/4/05, has been acknowledged. Applicant's elect of Groups II and II both 
claims figure 1 0. Is this correct? 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: On page 12, paragraph [0057], the 
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statement "Similarly, the balls of packaged IC 102 are mounted (e.g., soldered) to the 
lands on the top surface of PCB 101)" does not appear to be correct. Should the PCB 
101 be the -interposer 103-? 

A further restriction requirement is required below:

I. Claims 1-8 and 12-16, drawn to an assembly, classified in class 257, 
subclass 686.
